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tam highly sceptical of promotional gimmicks. 
These, like dog acts in the circus, produce only a 
few guffaws but don't bring the house down. 

And we have seen quite a range in recent years. 

Hakoah tried to lure crowds by giving spec- 
tators a few slices of salami; St.George countered 
with perfume for women. 

Western Suburbs then went further: at halftime 
they had greyhound races. 

Marconi had karate and gymnastic exhibitions 
and the Saints produced a Captain Cook charac- 
ter, prouncing around the field idiotically. 

Some thought of a helicopter arrival, others op- 
ted for skydivers. We've seen them all. 

Only recent Blacktown had their clubhouse 
chef kicking off the match; luckily, he is a better 
cook than comic. 

But the old standbys are the marches past by 
juniors and the smali groups of young semi- 
developed euphemistically called “marching 
giris.”” 

Most marches-past are — let's be frank about it 
— excruciatingly boring. 

These tiny tots are paraded around the ground 
like captured seals, led by their proud managers: 
chest out, hair slicked down, walking with the 
pride of ringmasters. 

While the parents around the ground watch 
their little darling in the parade, the non-involved 
spectators take the opportunity to go to the can- 
teen or the loo (the two, by standard, being often 
interchangeable), 

But the real king-hit comes with the “marching 
gitls", who also double up as cheer squads. 

These young ladies, in the early teens, “cheer” 
the home team on the field, waving some sad 
looking crepe paper. 

Both the squad and the team lack any en- 
thusiasm over the act; their embarrassment is sur- 
passed only by those of the spectators. 

Then at halftime, comes the climax: to the 
sound of some worn record, distorted bya 
primitive PA system, they “formation march,” 
usually out of step, inanely meandering between 
the two penalty boxes. 

More refugees to the canteen and the loo. 

And all this under the name of “promotion.” 


SCANT INTEREST 


All this sounds mean, destructive and negative; 
the simpletons, call it “knocking.”" 

But they cai feny it’s true. “Knocking” means 
harshly criticising something which is wondertul, 
uplifting, progressive and appealing. 

Cheap gimmicks and tasteless “promotions” 
don't come into this category. 

Many of our clubs keep up these nonsenses in 
the vain hope that they will attract extra spec- ” 
tators. 

Well, let me doubt that. In most cases, even the 
participants — marching boys and girls and their 
parents — show scant interest in the actual soc- 
cer match for which they provide the trimmings. 


WHO’S WATCHING? 


This season | have made a point of watching 
these youngsters. 

Understandibly, the girls spend the time bet- 
ween their “appearances” giggling and fussing 
with their dresses, ribbons, hats and batons, 
usually surrounded by their mother hens — an 
idyllic picnic scene, a Gainsborough painting. 

Much more depressing is the attitude ot ine 
young boys, members of the 433,000 strong junior + 
Australian saccer force which, at every available 
opportunity, is being referred to as guarantees of 
our future.” 

As soonas their act is over, they scatter, usually 
into some remote areas to play chasing, to wrestle 
and to have their own fun. 

The more alert of them craw! between your feet 
collecting tins and bottles for refunds or keep 
running back and forth between father and the 
sweetshop. 

Not more than five out of 100 sit or stand and 
watch the game, 


INVOLUNTARY 


And this is where our soccer “atmosphere” is 
lacking. 

Have a good look next time on your TV screen at 
those English kids at matches: hundreds of them, 
perhaps thousands, garbed in the club colors, 
waving banners and scarves, usually close to the 
barbed fence, noses poked through the hole — 
absorbed in the game. 

They move together, like a phalanx, clap and 
chant in unison, cheeks pink with excitement, 
eyes popping out towards their idols on the field. 

They are soccer fans; they go to the match. 

Our kids are taken. 

And there is a very big difference. 

if you are taken — dragged is often more ac- 
curate — you cannot be too enthusiastic. 

The least you expect in return is some form of 
bribe: the licence to play up, roam around, collect 
empties or to lead a junior-sybaritic life on sweets 
and ice-cream for 90 minutes. 

The English kids watch, follow and enjoy the 
game: ours endure it. 
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And, it you hear their occasional conversation, 
you will be duly shocked — it's about Rugby 
League teams. 

They watch Marconi or Sydney City or 
Leichhardt — and talk about Parramatta and 
Penrith and Easts and Wests and their stars. 


Can all these attitudes be changed? 

Perhaps — but it's not easy. Maybe Junior Sup- 
porters Clubs could be tried, encouraging the kids 
to meet the players, either at the club or at their 
school. 

Then they should be encouraged to watch the 
game together, in one group, rather than with their 
parents. 

Those who don’t play themselves should be in- 
vited to fun-tilm and meet-the-player afternoons 
by the clubs so that they build up some affinity. 

How many clubs have produced attractive kits 
for youngsters about their team and players, with 
photos, emblems and perhaps some souvenirs 
like a T-shirt? . 

(Come to think of it, how many PSL clubs have 
produced any kit of any kind, even tor the Press?)

QUITTING EARLY

had 115 teams under 7 — but only 15 teams of un- 
der 16s. 

So, assuming these six-year-olds follow the 
same pattern, only 13 percent of them will play 
when they are 16 years old. 

If one day somebody had the time and resour- 
ces to carry out a detailed survey, he could find 
that the majority of Australian youngsters “retire” 
from soccer between the ages of 14 and 16, 

But even at senior level, it's very rare to see 
leading players — even internationals — stayin 
the game past the age of 26. 

By that time, the game has simply run out of 
fascination for them: the clubs have failed to make 
them fans and at least spectators for life. 


These are the deadly serious problems of our 
soccer which officialdom avoids like the plague 
because they are hard to solve. 

These are the areas where we need smart plan- 
ning and thinking — not in the field of cheap raz- 
zamatazz and “match promotion.” 

if the ASF was serious aboutits role of 
developing the game instead of merely running a 
household, it would call into existence a carefully 
composed committee of inquiry and ask it to 
spend a year, more it necessary, to study the 
probiem and produce some recommendations. 

Without a very thorough planning, the kids of 
today will be lost to the game like the kids of 
yesterday were. 

And all we'll have jeft is the march-past and the 
cheer squad as long as parental vanity can keep 


the kids at bay.
